M /s. Kerala State Co-operative Agiiucltural Development 
Bank Ltd. Trivandrum-1. Code No. KR/1914. have applied 
for exemption tinder sub-Seclion 2(A) of Section 17 or the 
Employees’ Provident Funds and IVliscllancons provisions 
Act, 1952 (19 of 1952) hereinafter referred to as the said 
Act : 

AND WHEREAS, L B. N. Som, Central Provident Fund 
Commissioner, is satisfied that the employees of the said 
establishment is, without making any separate contribution, 
or payment of premium, in enjoyment oi benefits under the 
Group Insurance Scheme of the Life Insurance Corporation 
or payment of premium, in enjoyment of benefits under the 
favourable lo such employees than the benefits admissible 
under the Employees’ Deposit-Linked Insurance Scheme, 
1976 (hereinafter referred to as the said Scheme); 

NOW, THEREFORE, in exercise of the power conferred 
by Sub-Section (2A) of Section 17 of the said Act and 
subject to the conditions specified in Schedule annexed 
hereto, 1, B, N. Som, hereby exempt the above said estab¬ 
lishment with retrospective effect from which date relaxa¬ 
tion order under para 28 (7) of the said Scheme has been 
granted by the Regional Provident Fund Commissioner 
Kerala from the operation of the said Scheme for and upto 
a period of three ycair. 

SCHF/JlJl.i-: 

1. The employer in relation to each of the said establish¬ 
ment (hereinafter referred to as the employer) shall submit 
such returns to the Regional Provident Fund Commissioner 
concerned and maintain such accounts and provide such 
facilities for inspection, us the Central Provident Fund Com¬ 
missioner may direct from time to lime. 

2. The employer shall pay such inspection charges as the 
Central Government may, from time to time, direct under 
clause (a) of sub-section (3A) of Section 17 of the said 
Act, within 15 days from the close of every month. 

3. All expenses involved in the administration of the 
Group Insurance Scheme, including maintenance of accounts, 
submission of returns, payment of insurance premia, trans 
fer of accounts, payment of inspection charges etc. shall 
be borne by the employer. 

4. The employer shall display on the Notice Board of 
the establishment, a copy of the rules of the Group Insur¬ 
ance Scheme as approved by the Central Government/ 
Central Provident Fund Commissioner as and when amend¬ 
ed, alongwilh translation of the salient features thereof in 
the language of the majority of !he employees. 

5. Whereas an employee, who is already a member of 
th- Emnloyees’ Provident Fund or the Provident Hind of an 
establishment exempted under the snid Act, is employed in 
his establishment the employer shall immcd : ately admit him 
as a member of the Group Insurance Scheme and pay 
necessary premium in respect of him to the Life Insurance 
Corporation of India. 

6. The employer shall arrange to enhance the benefits 
available to the employees under the Group Insurance 
Scheme appropriately if the benefits available to the em¬ 
ployees under the said Scheme arc enhanced so that the 
benefits available under the Group Insurance Scheme are 
more favourable to the employees than the benefits admis¬ 
sible under the snid Scheme, 

7. Notwithstanding anything contained in the Croup 
insurance Scheme, if on the death of an employee the 
amount payable under the Scheme be less than the amount 
that would be payable had the employee been covered 
under the said Scheme, the employer shall pay the differ¬ 
ence to the nominee(s)/legal heir(s) of the employee ns 
compensation, 

8. No amendment of the provisions of the Group Insur¬ 
ance Scheme shall be made without the prior approval of 
the Regional Provident Fund Coninrsfioner concerned and 
where any amendment is likely to effect adversely the interest 
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the employees, the Regional Provident Fund Commis- 
jner shall before giving his approval, give a reasonable 
iportonity to the employee to explain their point of view. 

9. Where tor any reason, the employees of the said es- 
blishmeni do not remain covered under the Group In- 
irance Scheme of the Life Insurance Corporation of India 
; already adopted by the said establishment, or the_ bene- 
s to the employees under tins Scheme are reduced in any 
tinner, ibf exemption shall be liable to be cancelled. 

10. Whirls for any reason, the employer fails to pay the 
-emimn ©tc. within the due date, as fixed by the Life 
isuranct Corporation of India, and the policy in allowed 
i lapse, lie exemption shall be liable to be cancelled. 


11 In case of default, if any made by the employer in 
payment of premium the responsibility for payment of 
assurance benefits to the nominee(s) /legal hcir(s) of 
deceased memtier who would have been covered under the 
said Scheme but for grunt of this exemption, shall be that 
of the employer. 

12. Upon the death of the member covered under the 
Group Insurance Scheme the Life Insurance Corporation 
of India shall ensure prompt payment of the mm assured 
to the nomince(s)/legal heir(s) of the deceased member 
entitled for it and in any case within one month from the 
reelpt of claims complete in all respect.
